
Frequently Asked Questions 
Early Childhood Education 

1.Does my child have to be potty trained? 

Yes, every child must be completely potty trained before registering 
for class.  Children must be able to use the bathroom facilities 
without direct assistance from an adult. Children still wearing 
disposable pull-ups or training pants are not considered ready for the 
program. 

 

2. Is my child required to have a TB test? 

Yes, every parent must bring proof of a negative TB test to the first 
class meeting. 

 

3. Can I stay with my child for the entire class? 

No, one of the main purposes of the ECE program is to foster 
independence in your child – for this reason, the only day on which a 
parent may remain for the entire class is the day they volunteer to 
help in the classroom.  All other parents are asked to leave within the 
first 15 minutes. 

 

4. If my child just has a runny nose/cold can he/she still attend class? 

No, if your child exhibits any symptoms of any type of illness he/she 
may not attend class.  We want to do our best to keep everyone 
healthy.
